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THE SHAKESPERIANS, 
Italian Opera House. 


On Tuesday we attended the first 

rformance since the recess, and 
found the house fashionably and nu- 
merously attended. The play was 
Miss Mitford’s Rienzi, produced with 
a correctness of costume, attention 
to scenic effect, and a splendour of 
decoration, strongly reminding us 
of the Revivals, under the manage- 
ment of Macready, at Covent Gar- 
den, a period in the annals of the 
stage that we, along with every lo- 
ver of the drama, remember with 
pride, The gentleman, whose per- 
formances in the varied. characters 
of“Othello, Shylock, Falstaff, the 
Jew.of.-Capua, &e,, exhibited so 
much excellence, was warmly greet- 
ed‘on his appearance, as the Last of 
the Tribunes; nor did the brilliancy 
of his.acting fail, after the affection- 
ate welcome, to draw down many 





tributes of applause to the vigorous 


genius displayed in this arduous part. 


As we intend briefly to. notice: the 
exertions of “ each and all,” in theig 
respective characters, want of space 
will deprive us of particularly notic- 
ing the different scenes, or passages. 
in which the amateur displayed: most 
effect, confining ourselves, therefore, 
to the remark that generally the act- 
ing was as perfect, as on former oc- 


casions ; we proceed to the notice of 


Mr. Couldock, in Stephen Collona. 
A little surprise was evidently felt 
that the committee had not awarded, 
a better part to this gentleman, whdse 
acting has always been attended with 
marked success; a perfect knowledge 
of the character assumed, is invari- 


ably evinced by this gentleman, and” 


his execution and judgment go to- 


gether: even in his, most. careless: 
moments, there appears no negligence: 


or inattention, but keenly alive’ to: 


the business of the scene, he performs.” 
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with acknowledged taste and ability 
—in him a good understanding, a 
quality most necessary to great suc- 
cess, 1s never wanting; and his ta- 
lents would have been better employ- 
ed than in a part which possesses no 
demand for any acquirements beyond 
mediocrity. In the Black Ursini, if 
memory played not truant, we recog- 
nized a Mr. Williams, whose per- 
formances in Iago and Buckingham, 
have come within our review on for- 
mer occasions ; the amateur acquitted 
himself then with deserved success, 
nor does he fail now in his parts, 
though a little hesitation and diffi- 
dence was slightly observable, as if 
he had but lately resumed the Sock 
and Buskin. Mr. Millington, in Sa- 
velli, ‘was as usual more than credit- 
able in his performance, evincing 
some knowledge and stage tact ; we 
should think this gentleman has been 
professionally engaged. Mr. E.Stam- 
mers, in Frangissani; Mr. Match, 
in Cafarello; and Mr, J. Stammers, 
in Camillo, appeared perfect in their 
réspéctive characters, and assisted 
materially in helping through the 
yjiece, Mr. Peters, with Mr. Purdy, 

th atnateut's of cotisiderable skill, 
undeéttook the first dnd second citi- 
zetis ; Mr. Peters playing the latter, 
evidently from the cotisciousness of 
his dwn ability to act the fugleman to 
the band of superiumeraries, a post 
of diffieulty through which his abi-« 
lity cartied him triumphantly: in 
thé thitd vitizen we recognized a new 
fate, though not an unwelcome one, 
and éxpect doubtless ere long to see 
this gentleman engaged in a part more 
worthy of him. Lady Collona was 
assi¢ned to Mrs. Hill; and in Clau- 
dia appeared the talented non-pro- 
fessiohal, whose skilful delineation 
of natural feeling, on the various 
occasions in which she has previous- 
ly appeared, has gained her laurels 
of no meaii fame in the minds of 
Shakespetian audiences. We can- 
not conclude the above remarks on 
the play, without the observation 


that the whele was niost creditable 
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to all the parties engaged, reflecting 
especial praise on Mr, Lee, the se- 
cretary and stage director, under the 
direction of the committee is certain- 
ly an indefatigable servant. 

Shakespeare’s comedy of Kathe- 
rine and Patruchio followed, with 
the same caste, in the principal cha- 
racters, as before. Mr. Couldock 
is herea host, and with Miss Howard, 
as ‘‘ plain Kate,” the plaudits were 
long and loud, at least as much as 
can be expected in a house where the 
great space, a majority of the spec- 
tators are necessarily placed from the 
stage, causes a coldness which would 
not exist in a smaller and more con- 
venient house. Mr. Peters, an ad- 
mirable hand at Shakespeare’s clowns 
caused much amusement; he strong- 
ly reminds us of Munden, but imi- 
tatesnoone. Inconclusion, a word 
for the band and Nixon, for without 
Nixon what would be the band ? 
The attention paid to the frequent 
rehearsals, has now brought them 
to play together with a brillianey 
of execution that must delight the 
listener and man of taste. 


DRURY LANE. 
If variety has hitherto been wanting, 
we can now state without fear of 
contradiction, that a material altera- 
tion has taken place in the variety of 
composition brought forward at these 
concerts; we wish, notwithstanding, 
that more solos were introduced, it 
would be the means of heightening 
the performances in the estimation

it is now brought before the public 
in a manner that reflects great credit 
upon the present managers; Tarren, 
as Sir Fretful Plagiary, is not alto- 
gether what we could wish, but we 
are not aware of any other actor of 
the present day that could do the 
part better; the Puff of Charles Mat; 
thews is by far the best portrayed of 
any one of the characters in this 
piece, his style of acting being gene- 
rally well suited to the part; we 
cannot remember any actor that af- 
forded so much amusement in Puff, 
as poor Elliston; he was the charac. 
ter in reality; our risible muscles 
are brought into action at Harley’s 
drollery in Don Whiskerando, al- 
though we are in full remembrance 
how Liston filled the part; the piece 
is well got up, and if our play-going 
friends wish to know what the old 
school in broad comedy was thirty 
years ago, let them go and see this 
pieee and they will have an idea of 
what acting ought to be. How is it 
we do not have a ballet at this house?

A burletta founded upon 
this publication has been adapted by 
Mr. Stirling with great effect, and 
has completely succeeded, which 
will enhance the work of Boz tenfold. 
The old Curiosity Shop is excellent- 
ly put upon the stage, and gavea 
very accurate idea of the author’s 
meaning. The scene where Quilp 
puts his bill of sale in force, is ad- 
mirable; likewise that of the races. 
‘Mr. Yates as Quilp, surprised the 
house, for never did actor exert 
himself with greater effect; we say 
go and see him; we will not attempt 
a description: Mr. Lyon, who en- 
acted the Grandfather, deserves our 
unqualified praise; indeed all con- 
cerned in the piece deserve great 
credit, viz. Bedford, Wieland, Wilkin- 
son, and though last not lest, Mrs. 
Keely, who personated Nell with 
great ability; by the by, we hope 
the swinging on the cord by Wie- 
land will not be continued; it is 
anything but pleasant. The piece 
was given out by Mr, Yates, with 
great applause. 





PRINCE’S THEATRE,

SURREY. 


Since the production of the Wreck 
of the Royal George, which has now 
had a successful career of five'weeks, 
circumstances have prevented us pay- 
ing that attention to the business on 
the Surrey side of the water, which 
the rival managements of the Vic- 
toria and Surrey, as at present direct- 
ed, so fairly deserve; it is, however, 
never too late to appreciate a good 
thing; and we now cheerfully bear 
testimony to the deserts, as well as 
regards the authorship, as the stage 
appointments, and the acting of the 
Royal George. The piece opens with 
a beautiful diorama, by Brunning, 
shewing the southern coast of Eng- 
land, and the awful catastrophe of 
the wreck; between which, and the 
action of the drama, a period of 
twenty-two years is supposed to have 
elapsed ; we are then introduced ‘to 
the family of Farmer Melsom, and 
afterwards that of the Earl of St. Au- 
byn, with the principals of either 
of which, twenty-two years before, 
there was a deadly feud, on account 
of the supposed seduction of Mel- 
som’s daughter by the son of the 
Earl. The sequel shews that the 
Earl’s son had been privately mar- 
ried to Esther Melsom, The plot is 
worked up in a very interesting man- 
ner, At the Wreck of the Royal 
George, Esther (who had been spurn- 
ed and cursed by her own father) 
goes on board to bid adieu to. her 
husband, taking with her their in- 
fant boy. In the awful catastrophe, 
the Earl’s son and his wife are piek- 
ed up by a sailor, both apparently 
dead ; but the wife survives. The 
child is saved by clinging to the 
wool of a sheep, which swam about 
the wreck, and was afterwards pick- 
ed up. Esther, being, as she sup- 


posed, left alone m the world, pro- 


ceeds to her father’s house ; and he, 
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{having been. struck blind, and not 
knowing her altered voice,) receives 
her and protects her in commemora- 
ration of the supposed loss of his 
daughter, who, he believed, was 
drowned in the wreck. The child 
has been adopted by the sailor who 
sang him up, and, by him, named 
ohn Lamb. As the time passes, he 
becomes a brave sailor, is made an 
officer; and when on shore falls in 
love with a clergyman’s daughter, 
Grace St. Clair: Grace, equally in 
love with John Lamb, is, after the 
death of her father, brought to the 
house of her uncle, the Earl St. Au- 
byn, and made his heiress. Here 
the most interesting part of the dra- 
ma commences; as by a series of 
dramatic circumstances, John Lamb 
is accidently brought into contact 
with his mother, and the Earl, his 
grandfather. A mar-plot, in the 
san of the Earl’s nephew, who 
elieves he must succeed to the title, 
and who tries all arts to deprive Grace 
of her uncle’s favour, brings about 
much threatening danger to John 
Lamb; but by the employment of 
some unprincipled creatures to fur- 
ther his ends, and by also making a 
confidant of Esther, who feigns to 
assist him, he is caught in his own 
snare. ‘The exploration of the wreck 
by means of the diving bell, brings 
to light the sailor’s chest, in which 
are deposited the only proof of the 
marriage of the Earl’s son with Es- 
ther; and the villainies of Fitzmau- 
rice, the nephew, having been made 
manifest, the Karl acknowledgesJohn 
Lamb as his rightful successor, and 
the piece terminates in the usual hap- 
pymanner, It is altogether skilfully 
constructed, with plenty of comic 
effect; and seems admirably suited 
_.to the crowded audiences who night- 
‘ly visit the representation. Mr, E. 
¥. Saville is the representative of 
» John Lamb; and, as usual, is a great 
favourite in the part. Mrs. Viniag 
plays the character of Esther Mel- 
som; Miss Chartley that of Grace; 
Mr, H. Hughes, the Earl St. Aubyn ; 





and Mr. Johnson, that.of Fitzmau- 
rice ;—all of whom are deserving 
of the highest commendation. W. 
Smith is a drunken “‘ boots,” and of 
course a very merry one; and Neville 
plays most effectively as a. warm 
hearted old sailor. | 
Mr. Maywood, from the Haymar-

On Monday evening we visited the 
above exhibition, for the purpose of 
being present at Mr. Catlin’s Pow- 
Wow, or Indian Festival, After in- 
specting his exceedingly interesting 
museum of pictures and curiosities, 
we adjourned to the theatre, which, 
in a few minutes, became (we are 
happy to say) densely crowded; in 
a short time Mr. Catlin, habited in 
the costume of the ‘* Crow” tribe of 
Indians, made his appearance, and 
after briefly disclaiming any attempt 
to lecture, proceeded to explain the 
make, the use, and peculiar dis- 
tinguishing feature of the dress he 
wore, Amongst other curious evi- 
dences of his research into the In- 
dian costume, and which opens a 
wide field for the antiquarian, is the 
similarity of these untutored chil- 
dren’s dresses with that of the an- 
cient Romans; for instance, the 
vest or shirt answers to the tunic ; 
the profile of the cap or head dress 
assumes, when worn, the shape of 
the helmet ; and many other simili- 
tudes too numerous for our limits to 
mention. Other persons dressed ,in 
the fashion of various tribes, came 
forward in succession, and each, : in 
a like manner, ‘explained by the en- 


thusiastic proprietor. More than 


once, Mr. Catlin referred to the won- 
derful. honesty, and moral conduct 
of this interesting portion: of, the 
human race; he, during.an eight 
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years’ wanderingamongst them, never 
having witnessed the breaking of 
those commandments, which, though 
taught to the white man’s child the 
moment he begins to lisp, are scarce- 
ly ever kept; also of the pernicious 
effect of whiskey among the Iudians, 
showing, by correct reasoning, that 
the white man could not introduce a 
more extirpating fiend than this much 
sought after liquor. The evening’s 
amusement concluded by an excellent 
representation of the night, council, 
and the war dance of the Sioux tribe.
